The question of the restitution to China of control of Port Arthur and Dairen, 
however p is recognized by both .the Chinese people as a whole and the Soviet 
Union asan academic one. Both feel that in 1952, when according to the 
Smo-Sqviet Treaty control of the se ports returns to the Chinese, Soviet 
control over that Government win be so complete as to ensure continued 
de facto oovie J ; use of the ports. 

The Chinese Communist Government has recognized certain non-Soviet-satellite
